AUSTRALIA won double praise from World 
President Dr Joao Havelange for its football progress 
and potential for staging an Olympic Games. 

Dr Havelange sidestepped direct questions on 
Sydney’s bid for the Year 2000 Olympics, stating he 
couldn’t comment because his country Brazil was 
also involved in the applications. 

“I'm here for the football only. There is a special 
committee here to assess the Olympic bid,” he said. 

“But Australia has developed greatly in the past 
ten years and I have no doubt Sydney could host an 
Olympic Games without problem. 

“There have been big changes here in sport and the 
economy and Australia has become an important 
country in the world community.” 

Dr Havelange was making his ninth visit to 
Sydney after his inaugural Australian appearance as 
a Brazilian delegation leader at the 1956 Melbourne 
Olympic Games. 

The 77-year-old international sports leader, who 
took 32 hours to fly to Sydney, maintains a spartan 
regime of daily exercise to cope with his multiple 
roles, 

World soccer plays a big role in the Olympic 
Games but Havelange played down his influence 
with the International Olympic Committee, 

However, the power of FIFA overcame 
opposition from the IOC when the leaders decided 
football would be restricted to players Under 23 
years of age from the Barcelona Games. 

Havelange, who devised and introduced the Under 
20 and Under 17 World Championships, has taken a 
particular interest in Australia over the past 20 
years. 

“This championship has been well organised,” he 


said. Hagin 
“Australia has always been well prepared for each B 
FIFA tournament and currently has a fine team. 
“But my favourite is Ghana because two years 
ago it won the World Under 17 title in Italy and 
eight of those players are here for this tournament.”

0 DRUGS IN OZ 


WORLD officials have decided against 
drug testing competitors in the World 
Youth Championship in Australia. 

FIFA media spokesman Guido Tognoni 
said a belief in the players and the high 
cost of testing had led to the decision. 

“We don’t believe youth players use 
drugs. It’s not a useful way to strengthen 
the body,” he said. 

“In soccer you need all of your 
faculties and with today’s players on the 
active list for almost 11 of the 12 months 
in a year, they would burn out if they used 
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“] don’t believe our football youth 
would be doped. It would be a crime.” 

A report released by FIFA states that 
the counter-doping efforts of the football 
authorities were succeeding. 

Manfred Donike, a member of the 
medical committee of the International 
Olympic Committee, reported that 7,608 
footballers all over the world had been 
tested under the doping program. 

Only 18 had tested positive, the 
equivalent of 0.24 per cent. 

There was one case of anabolic steroids 
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speed pills diminish stamina so in the 
doping problem is not a problem.” 
Tognoni said drug tests had been 


registered. 
Despite the result, FIFA will maintain 
its efforts to clamp down on drugs and for

“Tt is vital that teams pace themselves to last 
the full fortnight of a gruelling championship like 
this,” warmed Wade. 

“There have been times when Australian 
players have been wasting energy and that could 
be very costly later on. 

“T’ve noticed players running with the ball 
instead of playing it simple and keeping 
possession,” added the South Melbourne star. 

Wade singled out skipper Kevin Muscat as an 
example to the other Young Socceroos 

“Kevin has shown his experience in keeping the 
ball moving with simple passes, saving his legs,” 
said Wade, a team-mate of Muscat's at Middle 
Park. 

“While some of the others appear exhausted 
after the game, he looks as if he’s hardly raised a 
sweat. 

“Kevin thinks about the game rather than 
playing on instinct or passion.” 

Wade believes the Young Socceroo skipper has 
been an inspirational figure, guiding the hosts to 
the tournament’s quarter-final stage. 

“Kevin is a steadying influence and that will be 
crucial if Australia are to go all the way to the 
final,” said Wade. 

“He has looked very composed and controlled 
so far and he’s definitely leading the team by 
example.” 

Muscat, 19, was in the Young Socceroo side 
which lost against hosts Portugal in the semi-final 
of the last world youth championship two years 
ago in front of more than 100,000 fans. 

“Kevin has been there before and that 
experience will be vital,” said Wade. 

“There are going to be times when the Aussies 
are rattled and that’s when Kevin will have to 
keep things under-control. 

“Jf the younger players get carried away by bad 
refereeing decisions or the crowd giving them 
some stick, then they could be in trouble.” 

Wade said Muscat has so far answered those 
critics who questioned his temperament following 


‘his sending off during a Middle East tour last 


month. 

“Kevin has been very disciplined in the opening 
two games - perhaps the responsibility of being 
captain has sunk in,” said Wade.

THE visit to Tasmania of 
Nagoya Grampus Eight is the 
first to these shores by a 
Japanese soccer team. It is 
certain to be a memorable 
one for two reasons. First, 
Grampus Eight is brimming 
with international players, and 
second, the visit is for a 
period of almost two weeks 
rather than for just one match. 

Grampus Eight boasts one 
English international, one 
Brazilian intemational, and at 
least three Japanese 
internationals in its squad of 
43 players. There are also a 
number of Japanese youth 
internationals and several 
members of the Japanese 
Olympic team. 

The English intemational is 
Gary Lineker, one of the 
greatest players in the world. 
Lineker has played with 
Leicester City, Everton and 
Tottenham Hotspur in 
England, and with Barcelona 
in Spain. He has been capped 
80 times by England, scoring 
48 goals, which makes him 
second only to Bobby 
Charlton in the England 
goalscoring charts. Lineker is 


a sportsman in the true sense 
of the word — he has never 
been cautioned in his career. 
He is a talented all-round 
sportsman and could easily 
have played first-class cricket 
if he had set his mind to it. 
Lineker, at 31 years of age, is 
still a world-class player and 
joined Grampus Eight to 
experience a new challenge, 
The two Brazilians in the 
squad are defender Garca and 
striker Jorgenyo, the latter 
having been a regular for the 
Brazilian national team since 
1983. He missed the 1986 
World Cup, where Lineker 
was the competition’s leading 
scorer, because of injury. 
Dirk ‘Dido’ Hanevaar is 
the club’s dutch goalkeeper. 
He played with Den Haag in 
Holland and with Mazda and 
Yomiuri in Japan. He is also 
the goalkeeping coach of the 
Japanese national team. 
Japan won last year’s 
Asian Cup, which means 
Grampus Eight’s Japanese 
internationals, Tetsuya 
Asano, Shigeo Sawairi and 
Yasuyuki Mariyama are very 
experienced players. Naoki 


Mori, Hisataka Fukikawa and 
Kimihiko Kiyono are 
Japanese youth intemationals. 

Midfielder Taro Goto is a 
member of the Japanese 
Olympic team. 

Nagoya Grampus eight is 
named after the legendary 
killer whales which saved the 
city of Nagoya from fire by 
spouting water on the flames. 
The golden grampus are still 
to be seen on the roof of 
Nagoya Castle, where they 
were placed by the first 
Tokugawa Showgun in 1609. 

Grampus Eight is based on 
the Toyota club, which played 
in the Japan Soccer League, 
but it is a separate company. 
it will play in this year’s 
inaugural J League, the new 
professional league in Japan. 
Each team in this league must 
represent a locality, not a 
company. The team was 
formed after 100,000 critizens 
of Nagoya, which has a 
population of 2,130,000, 
signed a petition demanding a 
professional soccer team be 
established by the Toyota 
company, which pays over 
$10 million a year towards the

team’s running costs, Local 
companies also contribute. 

The team’s manager is 
Ryuzo Hiraki, who played for 
Japan at the 1956 and 1964 
Olympic Games. This means 
he is no stranger to 
Melbourne, at least, He 
captained the 1964 team in 
Mexico, when Japan won the 
bronze medal. 

The team’s head coach is 
Jorge Yonashiro. He was 
born in Brazil but is of 
Japanese origin. He played as 
an amateur in Brazil before 
going to Japan, where he 
played for Yomiuri and the 
Japanese national team as a 
striker. he was manager of 
Yomiuri from 1986 until 
1990, 

Tasmanians will have 
watched Grampus Eight train 
very day of their stay prior to 
the match. That a foreign 
team would choose to conduct 
a pre-season training camp in 
Tasmania is a credit to 
Tasmanian soccer, and to 
Tasmania in general. It is 
quite possible that Grampus 
Eight will make this an annual 
event.

TWENTY-ONE year old Jason Falzon, ball 
player and tough tackling midfielder is rated by 
Eagles coach Rale Rasic as a big hope for the 
future and judging by his performance so far this 
season those hopes are being fulfilled. 

Q: How is the season going for you so far? 

A: This is my third year as a first grade player 
at Parramatta and with Rale Rasic here this year 
it’s like a new lease of life, the team is enjoying 
playing which is really the bottom line. 

Q: What is your view of the former

Reid, who works in the Premier 
League with Manchester City said: “It is 
not an easy job and I find I select myself 
often to sit on the bench as a substitute.

Clubs may have to 
consider fencing in the fans 
again, Manchester City 
chairman Peter Swales said 
after a 300-strong pitch 
invasion at his Maine Road 
ground. 

Swales, sickened by the 
ugly scenes which wrecked 
the FA Cup quarter-final 
against Tottenham, thinks 
the cages may have to retum 
even though they were cited 
as one of the main reasons 
for the death-toll in the 1989 
Hillsborough disaster, 

After mounted police, dog 
handlers and stewards 
eventually quelled the threat 
of a major riot and 20 were 
arrested, officials from both 
clubs plus referee Ray Lewis, 
who took the teams off with 
just three minutes left, took 
stock of a frightening 
situation. 

There was a 10-minute 
delay before the game could 
be completed, Tottenham 
winning 4-2. 

Lewis, in charge of the 
Hillsborough semi-final 
between Nottingham Forest 
and Liverpool in which 96 
died, said: “It was certainly a 
frightening situation and I 
can only report what 
happened to the FA. 

“Obviously I will never 
forget Hillsborough and this 
was not on the same scale of 
course. But it was still very 


alarming.” 
Swales, chairman of the 
FA’s international 


committee, said: “I was. 
looking forward to a great 
day but it has tumed out to 
be probably the worst day 
I’ve had in football. 

“It was obnoxious really 
because we have worked 
hard here to create a safe 
ground. We opened a brand 
new all-seater stand to 
comply with the Lord Justice 
Taylor Report but that is 
where the trouble came 
from.

He was a victim of internal unrest at his Belgian club, 
Mechelen, and was unable to play or train properly for 
months. He claims that he was not paid his wages by the 


club, who won the Cup-winners’ Cup in 1988. 


Andersson is now back in Sweden, playing on loan 
for IFK Norrkoping. One cannot blame the big Swede 


for feeling bitter at the way he was handled in Belgium. 


Mechelen signed him from IFK Gothenburg in 1991 
for around $2.2 million. Or then-president John Cordier 


signed him. 


Last year Cordier left Mechelen, taking with him his 
hefty financial support. All of a sudden, Mechelen found 
out that Andersson had become a burden on their wage - 
bill. They could have sold him, but nobody seemed sure 
whether the fee should go to the “owner” of the player, 


Cordier, or to the club, 


Andersson was left in limbo as was Aussie Zlatko 


Arambasic, whose contract is also owned by Cordier. 
“At first, I was dropped from the team,” he says. 


“Then I was told that I couldn’t train with them. I was 
forced to kick about with a youth team, with kids fresh 


from their schoolwork. 


“Mechelen were playing a war of nerves, slinging dirt 


my way whenever they had a chance.” 


Andersson is not the first foreign-based Swedish pro 
who has had difficulties in getting his salary paid. In the 
1980s, Ulf Eriksson underwent similar problems in 
Greece with Aris Salonika, while more recently striker 
Hans Eskilsson had a long enforced lay-off because of a 
wrangle over lapses in payments by Portugal's Sporting 


Lisbon. 


Andersson, helped by a Swedish sports lawyer, took 
the matter to FIFA, and Mechelen have now been 


ordered to pay $24,000 in back payments. 
By June, he should be able to move to another club. 


“T haye lost my playing rhythm and my place in the 


national team because of this,” he laments, 


“But now I will concentrate wholly on getting back 
on my feet with Norrkoping. I’m hungry for action, but 


one thing is for sure” I’ve had enough of Mechelen.”

For much of this season he 
has sat idly by while those in 
the queue in front of him, 
France’s Papin and 
Dutchmen Van Basten, 
Gullit and Frank Rijkaard, 
helped extend Milan’s record 
unbeaten league run to more 
than 55 games.

Sullivan, who is reputed to be worth $308.01 million, has 
made 25-year-old Karan Brady the first female managing 


director at an English club. 


At Milanello, the club’s 
luxurious training camp, the 
gifted left-footer made it 
clear in a recent interview he 
was not going to tolerate too 
much more bench-warming. 

“If I can play regularly I'll 
finish my (four-year) 
contract at Milan, if not I'll 
go,” Savicevic said. 

“When I was not playing 


earlier in the season I was 
feeling very bad inside. I 
suffer when i am in the 
grandstand. 

“T got to the point where I 
started having rows with my 
wife at home. | couldn’t find 
peace. 

“T don’t think it’s fair to 
not play for 50 days then be 
expected to play well in one 
half of football. 

“Marseille and other 
teams called me and for a 
moment I thought I might 
leave. but soccer’s so 
strange. Two matches are 
enough to change your life. 

“Now I’m happy because 
I’ve achieved something; not 
much but something.” 

Despite a lack of 
exposure, Savicevic has no 
shortage of influential fans. 

“Savicevic is a great 
player and belongs to that 
very small group of 
champions who alone justify 
the price of a ticket,” said 
Italian National coach 
Arrigo Sacchi who last made 
such an observation about 
none other than Diego 
Maradona. 

Milan President Silvio 
Berlusconi calls him 
“untouchable” because of his 
ability to carry the ball past 
any number of lunging 
tackles and says he is “clearly 
the recruit of the season”. 

And with the local sports

TAPIE WILL STAY 


FRENCH Urban Affairs Minister Bemard Tapie, 
dismissing suggestions he should quit as boss of Marseille 
Soccer Club in order to keep his cabinet post, proposed 


letting the fans decide. 


The flamboyant millionaire businessman turned 
politician was stung by Marseille lawyers who said in a 
report that cabinet ministers must not hold another job, 
particularly that of company chairman. 

“Sport is not commercial. It’s a mistake to say that one 
cannot be a minister and the chairman of a soccer club,” 
‘Tapie replied in a radio interview. 

“T am prepared to ask the people of Marseille what 
they think... If they agree that I must leave Marseille, I'll 


quit at once,” Tapie said. 


He is popular in the southem port for rescuing the club 


from near-bankmptcy to take them to repeated league 
titles and the European Cup final in 1990. 
Tapie said the lawyers’ report was being used to hamper his campaign to win a seat in 
parliament for Marseille in next month’s election. 
“Tam disappointed and tired... I would like to be allowed to run for election like anyone else,” 


he said.

The report, also dealing with the finances of the Marseille club, was ordered by Mayor Robert 
Vigouroux and some analysts saw it as the opening shot in a battle for the top city job in 
municipal elections due in two years. 

Quick to try and tum the tables on his opponent, Tapie challenged Vigouroux to go to the 


voters earlier. 


Tapie resigned as a minister last year when he was charged with the Socialist cabinet last 
December after he reached an out-of-court settlement and the charges were dropped. 

He faced fresh attacks last month when he sold his stake in the German sportswear 
manufacturer Adidas to investors including a French state bank and two state-run insurance 


companies. 


The government has denied any role in the sale.

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BRAZIL 
OUTLASTS 
MEXICO

BRAZIL at last showed why it is rated one of the 
favourites for the World Youth Championship when it 
outlasted Mexico 2-1 in a spiteful match. 

The ill-feeling spilled over at the end of the game 
when police had to break up an altercation between the 
two sides in the players’ race. 

They separated the players by sending the Brazilians 
back out onto the field to cool down. 

Five yellow cards were handed out by Colombian 
referee Armando Perez Hoyos during the match, but 
the aggression did not detract from the furious pace and 
incredible skills displayed by both sides, 

Brazilian coach Julio Leal said later his team had 
rediscovered its free-flowing style, after a sombre 0-0 
draw in its opening match against Saudi Arabia. 

“We got the feeling of our way to play, now we must 
see if we can play it for 90 minutes next time,” he said. 

Leal said the two points from match would mean 
Brazil was on its way to qualifying for the quarter- 
finals. 

Brazilian playmaker Adriano set up the win when he 
converted a penalty kick in the 22nd minute, blasting 
the shot so hard that it beat Mexican goalkeeper 
Oswaldo Sanchez despite him getting a hand on it. 

The Brazilians then raced to a 2-0 lead in the 56th 
minute when Cate was subjected to a crude tackle, and 
Gian neatly floated his penalty kick past Sanchez, who 
moved the wrong way. 

Brazil’s running game was simply magic in the first 
half, with Adriano and Gian cutting the Mexican 
defence to ribbons, but poor finishing let the team 
down. 

The determined Mexicans kept on attacking and 
were rewarded in the 79th minute when left-footer 
Vicente Nieto lobbed a set-piece free kick over 


goalkeeper Dida to give his side some hope. 

Several more forward flourishes from the Mexicans 
tested the Brazilian defence and then Nieto, who has 
netted three goals for the toumament, slammed the ball 
into the net after an exchange which followed a comer 
kick. 

But the heartbroken Mexican was ruled off-side and 
the Brazilians held on. 

Coach Leal paid tribute to the Mexico’s refusal to 
give up. 

“The Mexicans we know very well and they never 
give up, they have tremendous hearts and minds,” Leal 
said. 

Mexican coach Juan Castillo said he was happy with 
his team’s approach to the game and was proud of their 
comeback. 

“In the first half Brazil played with its usual magic 
when Mexico tried to hassle them. But we made a game 
of it and it was a tremendous game to watch,” he said. 

Castillo blamed the referee’s lack of control for

“That’s because of the man in charge, it’s up to him 
to take charge,” he said.

THE United States came down to 
earth with a thud when it lost 1-0 to 
England. 

Two days after stunning reigning 
European youth champion Turkey 
6-0, the US was taught a lesson in 
pressure football by the determined 
Englishmen in their Group C clash 
at Olympic Park. 

Sheffield Wednesday's Chris Bart- 
Williams struck the killer blow in 
the 69th minute with a polished 
finish from sideline throw-in. 

American goalkeeper Jeff Cassar, 
who was voted best afield after 
pulling off an array of magnificent 
saves, could do nothing when Bart- 
Williams swivelled onto a deflection 
in the penalty area and drove the 
ball home. 

The win has given England a great 
chance of advancing to the quarter 
finals after it drew its first match 1-1 
with South Korea on Sunday night. 

The typically gritty English effort 
also confirmed team manager David 
Bumside’s prediction his side would 
improve with every outing. 

After only its 14th match in three 
years, England’s team of young 
champions is gradually starting to 
function as a cohesive unit. 

“You can destroy a home in two 
minutes but to create it takes a long 
time,” said Burnside. 

England persisted in playing Nick 
Barmby as a sole striker but 


Burnside chose to drop a player 20 minutes. 
back from midfield to cover 
America’s striking talent, 

Defender David Unsworth was 
promoted to the starting lineup at 
the expense of midfielder Ian Selley. 

Chris Faklaris, the hat-trick hero 
of America’s opening whitewash, 
Was completely closed down by 
Chelsea’s Andy Myers.

URUGUAYAN striker Fabian 
O'Neil finished off Portugal’s reign as 
World Youth Champions with two 
splendid goals in a 2-1 win. 

Portugal won the previous two 
championships but now languishes 

On the bottom of Group B after 
failing to take a point from both its 
opening matches, 

They bounced back to cancel out a 
ninth minute rocket from O’Neil, but 
were caught out when the Uruguay 
spearhead pounced on a defensive 
error just three minutes from time, 

Uruguay started brilliantly when 
Paulo Poejo’ handled outside his area 
in the ninth minute and free kick was 
set 20 metres out and in front. 

Rodrigo Lemos chipped in a shot 
while referee Juan Lopez was still 
moving the wall back 10 metres, and 
was booked for his premature

shotwhich was tipped over the 
crossbar. 

The referee allowed the shot 
retaken and O’Neil left no doubt 
what his approach would be — he 
took a long run up then blazed the 
ball through a shaky Portugese wall 


and past keeper Paulo Costinha. 

Portugal, marshalled brilliantly 
through the midfield by Hugo 
Porfirio, responded strongly and 
soon after Nuno Afonso forced a 
superb save from Sergio Martinez. 

Both defences were firm but 
Portugal exploited a rare lapse in the 
35th minute, 

Martinez came off his line to 
punch away a Porfirio corner but 
missed altogether and Luis Cassama 
rammed his shot between two 
defenders, 

The rest of the first half and most 
of the second produced a tight battle 
with the only clear opening before 
O’Neil’s winner falling to Nestor 
Correa in the 70th minute, soon after 
he went on as a substitute. 

He was set clear along with O'Neil 
when the linesman missed an obvious 
offside and a goal should have come 
either through a shot or a square 


pass. 

But Costinha stood firm and 
Correa chose the wrong option, 
hitting a weak shot that the keeper 
blocked. 

It looked that Portugal might 
survive to fight another day, but in 
the 87th minute captain Hugo Costa 
blundered outside his penalty box, 
losing the ball to O’Neil who kept his 
poise in the run to goal and slotted 
his shot past Costinha. 

A large contingent of Uruguay fans 
surrounded besieged their team’s 
dressing room after the match, 
singing and waving banners while the 
Portugese sat numb in the centre 
circle. 

Germany and Uruguay head the 
group with three points each. Ghana, 
which drew 2-2 with Germany in last 
week’s earlier match, is on two but a 
win over the shattered Portugese 
could get it into the quarterfinals.

Germans scramble draw 


Ghana celebrate 2-2 fight back 
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Germany salvaged a 2-all draw 
with a spirited Ghana but will have 
three key players sidelined for its 
final Group B match on Thursday. 

Even so, the Germans, after 
their upset 1-0 victory over 
defending champion Portugal on 
Saturday, seem likely to qualify 
for the quarter finals. 

A brilliant overhead smash by 
Carsten Jancker in the 80th minute 
earned the draw for Germany 
when he connected with a head-on 
from midfielder Dietmar Hamann 
which had left ‘keeper Ben Owu in 
no-mans land. 

But midfielder Guido Jorres, 
who broke his leg in the first 
match, has now been joined on the 
sidelines by team-mates Max 
Eberl and Jancker who both 
received their second yellow cards 
of the tournament. 

Ghana were far superior on the 
ground throughout although the 
Germans had a slight edge in the 
air, but a lapse in concentration by 
the Africans was the telling factor. 

Thinking they already had the 
match won, they slackened off to 
allow the Jancker goal. 

“Sometimes a lack of 
concentration cost us,” said coach 
Osam Duodu. 

“That's football. Sometimes you 
may be the best team but still lose. 

“I remember back in 1982 when 
Brazil were fantastic but they lost 
to France. It 5” 

German coach Rainer Bonhof 
admitted his side was lucky to 
escape with a draw but praised the 
players for their courage and 


perserverence. 

“T have to take my hat off to this 
side. We were chasing goals for 
almost 90 minutes and it’s a result 
which was a little lucky but in the 
end enough,” he said. 

Ghana’s quarter-finals hopes, 
which with 10 minutes to go 
looked almost a formality, now 
depend on its final group match 
against Portugal. 

The flambouyant, highly skilled 
Africans led twice in the match, 
first after 37 minutes when Ossei 
Kuffour belted one past the 
German goalkeeper Dimo Wache 


after a neat square header into the 
box from Kwabena Boateng. 

After a 40th minute equaliser 
from Andre Breitenreiter it was 
left to the brilliance of man of the 
match Emmannel Duah whose 
individual effort in the 72nd 
minute put his side up again and 
seemingly headed towards victory. 

Duah sliced and weaved through 
five defenders in a 30m dash 
before pushing though to a heavily 
marked Nii Lamptey who simply 
had to punch the ball back inside 
the ox for Duah to ram home the 
goal,
